Tve always been passionate about classic 
decorating — the kind that showcases gorgeous 
fabrics, expert sewing details, quality antiques 
and plenty of layers.

If you’ve seen Wes Anderson’s The Grand 
Budapest Hotel, chances are you fell in love with 
the splendid set designs. Filled with crayon- 
coloured rooms, the film’s fictional namesake 
touched a nerve with design lovers everywhere. 

If you’re eager to experience a similar style recipe 
in real life, look into celebrity designer Martyn 
Lawrence Bullard’s opulent overhaul of the Hotel 
Chateau Gutsch. Built in the 1880s as a private 
residence overlooking the town of Lucerne, 
Switzerland, the five-star hotel was reopened last 
year after a painstaking renovation. Today, the 27 


rooms showcase a theatrical mix of Moorish 
prints, Louis XVI carved furniture and ornate 
painted plasterwork. No two rooms are the 
same, though most have balconies with views 
of the Alps and Lake Lucerne. Historic Swiss 
design is represented by antique furniture, gilt- 
framed portraits and a blue and white palette 
that’s anchored by blond parquet floors and 
marble tile. With dramatic design details like 
these, I could easily get lost in the hotel’s 
corridors — my idea of a perfect holiday.

SUSAN AND JOE BERNARD fell in love the moment they clapped eyes on 
this sweet heritage cottage in 2013. There’s a pretty Georgian fa 9 ade, a large, 
wooded backyard backing on a creek and even a unique backstory: threatened 
by demolition in 1992, the quaint, circa-1845 house was designated under the 
Ontario Heritage Act and moved from downtown Dundas, Ont., to this quiet 
side street, where it was set on a newly poured foundation. But the pair had 
custom-built their previous home and were used to having lots of space and a 
great kitchen (Joe loves to cook) — and this house fell short. Their plan? To rip 
out and replace the old kitchen addition on the back of the house. They brought 
in designer Susan Burns to help them create a spacious kitchen that would feel 
fresh and vibrant, while also respecting the original home’s rich history. 

'T loved Susan’s style; it’s a mix of modern and vintage, that’s sophisticated 
yet relaxed,” says Susan Bernard.

This foyer was part of a larger basement and main floor renovation. The owners 
bought their Toronto Victorian because they loved the location and size, but 
a previous owner had converted a below-grade basement area into the main entry, 
giving the house a larger living space on the main floor, but a foyer like a dark tunnel 
— not a very good first impression! We couldn’t change the entry location, but we 
could make it feel much lighter and brighter, and that was the key 

The current owners spent many years living in London, and the husband is 
British. They wanted their Toronto semi to feel like their London home away from 
home. We talked about London’s rowhouses and bringing elements of their classic 
black and white exteriors inside, and the owners really loved the idea — it was fresh, 
but still felt like it was true to the architecture and period of their home. 


1 Making better use of the space with 
thoughtful storage was an important 
consideration. We took down the wall 
between an adjacent hall and storage room to 
create one big, open space with a double-door 
closet. Everybody needs storage by the front door, 
so incorporating a table is a smart idea. You need a 
place to put mail, keys, sunglasses and everything 
else you come in the front door with. 

2 The black and white marble is a key design 
feature. I chose a Bianco Carrara marble with 
Nero Marquina square insets set on an angle 
for a bit of energy. The owners were debating 
putting a rug by the front door, so I decided to 
create one out of marble to give the floor more 
interest. In the summertime, it looks great just as it 
is, and in the winter, they put a small rug down to 
protect the marble. 

5 One problem with a space that's all black and 
white with lots of stone is that if you don't 
have something else to warm it up, it can feel 
austere. The staircase railings and treads were 
stained in a dark oak colour to layer in a natural 
wood tone. The rich wood pedestal table, wicker 
umbrella stand and throw pillows add more warmth. 


4 To maximize the natural light in the 
hall, I replaced the original door with 
a frosted-glass one with a sidelight 
and put in new windows. I had the house 
numbers cut out of the frosting, which is a 
subtle detail that adds interest to the door. 

5 We had to keep the light fixture 
pretty close to the low IVi ceiling — 
if we had high ceilings, I would have 
chosen a beautiful hanging pendant. The 
oil-rubbed bronze flush-mount fixture 
has strong architectural details and clean 
lines, and the dark tone ties in with the 
black and wood accents. 

6 1 added large panel moulding to up 
the elegance factor. It's designed to 
be true to the Victorian period of the 
home. If you happen to have artwork that 
fits nicely inside a panel, that's great, but I 
don't think you need to let panels dictate 
how you hang your art. This couple had a 
really large London Underground poster 
that was important to them, so rather than 
saying, "It's too big," I opted to hang it right 
overtop of the panelling.

A one-time Sotheby’s employee, 
Timothy started his own firm in 1994 
and quickly established himself as the 
go -to guy for high-end spaces that still 
feel comfortable and personal. “I want 
to create rooms that can continue to 
evolve after I finish them, so a 
homeowner can add a piece of art or 
their tchotchkes and not destroy the 
beauty of the space,” he says.

Q+A 

HOUSE & HOME: When did you first know 
you wanted to be a designer? 

TIMOTHY WHEALON: I was always 
interested in design. When I was a 
teenager, Fd spend my extra money at 
auctions, and I went on to study art and 
train with Sotheby’s. The turning point for 
me was when I started helping people buy 
art and antiques and I saw what 
decorators did with them. They were 
taking patina off pieces of furniture and 
covering them the wrong way. I was like, 
''Uh ... I can do this better!” 


H&H: What are the key elements of your 
aesthetic? 

TW: A little bit of old, a little bit of new, a 
little bit of matte, a little bit of shine! It’s 
really the mix for me. I try to create spaces 
that feel very current; I’m not interested 
in creating a period room. But I do like to 
strike a balance between pieces that feel 
modern and those that refer to the past. 
And at the end, once I have the mix right, 

I like to pop in an element that feels 
unexpected. Art is really important; that’s 
what I usually use as a finishing touch. 

But it doesn’t have to be serious art — 
it could just as easily be a framed textile 
or a wall of drawings by the kids. 


H&H: What advice would you give to 
someone trying to master the mix? 

TW: Buy beautiful, interesting objects, 
because then they always have a home. It 
might not end up exactly where you think 
it’ll go, but it’ll work somewhere. And I 
think it’s the same thing for a client. I 
might find a beautiful piece that I love, 
but if I can tell they’re hesitating. I’ll say, 
"If it’s not speaking to you, don’t buy it!” 

If you buy things that speak to you and are 
very personal, you’ll be fine. 


H&H: What are your design influences? 
TW: Travel is a big one. I’m very influenced 
by what I’ve seen in England and Scotland, 
and I love Georgian architecture. The 
English country house is a big influence. 
As far as designers go. I’m a bit of a 
generalist: I’m influenced by people like 
Billy Baldwin, David Hicks and some of 
the great architects, like William Kent and

H&H: How do they show up in your work? 
TW: I often find some motif when I’m 
travelling that will stay with me. I visited 
Rome a couple of years ago, and later, in an 
apartment on New York’s Upper East Side, 
I had the floor painted in a simpler version 
of a Renaissance floor. It was very 
modern-looking, but the design came 
from seeing all those beautiful inlaid 
marble floors when I was in Italy.

H&H: Where have you been finding 
inspiration recently? 

TW: Nature, specifically gardens. I love 
creating very airy, light, edited spaces 
that have an ethereal quality and feel like 
Fve brought some of the outdoors in. 
When I went to the Musee Rodin in Paris, 
I just sat in the sculpture gardens. I also 
recently visited a private David Adler 
house in Chicago with a beautiful garden. 
The structure and the beauty of those 
spaces have a big influence on my work. 


H&H: What's the most important part of 
a room? 

TW: Some people would say colour, but I 
really think it’s the fabric. That’s what 
gives the room texture and mood. 


H&H: What's the first thing you do when 
you start a new project? 

TW: Look outside the window! My 
designs start with the location, 
architecture and view (or the lack 
thereof), and go from there. And honestly, 
the next step is really getting inside my 
clients’ heads. People can’t always 
articulate what they want their home to 
look like, so interpreting what they say 
versus what they really mean is probably 
the biggest challenge on every job. 


H&H: Do you have go-to paint colours? 
TW: Pm big on chameleon colours — 

I love when sometimes a room looks 
like it’s a soft grey, other days it’s soft 
blue, and then another day it has a hint 
of lavender. I use Ralph Lauren’s Polaris 
(RLUL216) all the time. I also really 
like Benjamin Moore’s Polar White 
(2069-70), which has a little bit of a 
lavender undertone, and Farrow & Ball’s 
Cornforth White (228), which is one 
of their greys, but it has some 
warmth to it. 


H&H: In your book, you talk about 
trying to create spaces that don't 
look '"too decorated." Where's the 
lineforyou? 

TW: What I mean by that is I’ve 
never been one of those decorators who 
puts a scheme in a room and goes to the 
design centre and picks everything out 
and makes sure it ah matches. I like 
things that are just a little off, that are 
hand-blocked or have bespoke details. 
My interiors are decorated, obviously. 

I spend a lot of time thinking about 
how things go together in each space. 
But I also try to create rooms that feel 
like they happened organically.

Long before there was Pinterest or Instagram or houseandhome.com, 
we had a different system for saving all those photos of fabulous rooms 
and great products that made our hearts pound. We called it "filing.” 
We ripped, clipped and saved photo after photo of rooms that inspired 
us, sources for hard-to-find products and stores we wanted to visit, and 
tried to organize them into some kind of system. If, like me, you’ve 
been filing for years and not bothering to edit, then you know how 
stuffed and out of control those files can get. Pm finally at that point. 
Pve been renovating my home office, and it’s time to do the big toss. 

But throwing away photos of rooms that have touched me is hard to 
do. There’s an emotional connection to those rooms, even if I’ve never 
been in many of them. I can’t count the number of times someone has 
stopped me at an event to tell me they recently moved and had to deal 
with 20 -plus years of House & Home. "They’re so hard to throw away!” 
is the usual comment. Why, I wonder, are we so connected to these 
images that are usually dated and out of fashion? At the time we 
clipped them, those rooms were thrilling. They made my mind race 
with ideas and images of how I could incorporate elements into my 
own life. They made me happy. 

Now that I’m finally doing the purge, I can’t believe what once 
attracted me, and likewise I’m amazed at what has stood up and lasted 
through the decades. The most inspiring images are there, intact and 
relevant. Like the first time we shot the home of designer Sharon 
Mimran (sharonmimran.com). I remember seeing her seagrass stair 
runner bordered in tan cotton tape, her creamy white walls and brass 
hardware, and her French-inspired mouldings and cowhide rugs. The 
combination was both classic and new, with a casual ease that I found 
inspirational. That was a turning point for me. It marked the first time 
I saw the style that has become synonymous with Toronto white- 
painters, Alfred Sung, Club Monaco and later Caban, and a whole crop 
of young designers who grew up on that clean, timeless, quiet style 
of neutral colours, creamy cottons and linens, and bits of French 
antiques. It was young and unstuffy at a time when we were looking 
for an alternative to the oppressive layers of English decorating. 

The same awakening came in the early ’90s, when the American 
designer Michael S. Smith (michaelsmithinc.com) continued

defined California’s West Coast style by 
marrying classic French decor with 
elements from the rustic Spanish mission 
style for an entirely new look. I remember 
when he hung a French apothecary 
lantern from a long brass chain in a foyer, 
and I loved it so much I found the source 
for them. Later, L’Atelier (416-966-0200) 
in Toronto began stocking vintage French 
glass ones in many sizes, and eventually 
the copies appeared at lighting stores, 
until finally they were everywhere. The 
moment had passed. 

It’s important to recognize when to 
move on and find new styles and to seek 
out the best of the new lines, even if only 
to look and be inspired by a new silhouette 
or fresh proportions. The files I kept after 
my big purge were Belgian country, 
because it’s still appealing to me as a 
clean way to do country style, and 
Parisian, because it includes rooms that 
are both classic in architecture and a bit 
wacky in decor. 

All the great older designers still have 
one file each. Signature pieces like John 
Saladino’s sofa and his Terrazzo table 
(saladinostyle.com) or Barbara Barry’s 
Oval X-Back chair (barbarabarry.com) 
still deserve a place in my archives. And 
Ralph Lauren’s safari camp chair 
(ralphlaurenhome.com), and Hermes’ 
safari-style Coffre a Lutrin desk (usa. 
hermes.com), and of course, the modern 
icons like Philippe Starck’s Louis Ghost 
chair (starck.com) and my Moooi Two 
Tops secretary by Marcel Wanders 
(moooi.com), along with my favourite 
mid-century modern collector’s pieces, 
are prized and safely filed away. 

And I’m keeping the serene work of my 
favourite designers, including Darryl 
Carter (darrylcarter.com), Muriel 
Brandolini (murielbrandolini.com), 
Stephen Sills (stephensills.com), Robert 
Stilin (robertstilin.com) and Vicente Wolf 
(vicentewolf.com), plus new favourites 
like Jeffrey Alan Marks (jam-design.com). 

After that, it’s a new style that’s 
emerging that’s exciting me now. I’m 
calling it “Grand Modern.” It celebrates 
cleaner lines and vintage classic furniture, 
but it still has a grandeur about it, with

lush layers like lavish silk drapes and big 
chandeliers. My new files are filled with 
sources for that look, from Istdibs for 
French Art Deco furniture to Mr. Brown 
London (mrbrownhome.com). The Rug 
Company (therugcompany.com) and 
Julian Chichester (julianchichester.com) 
for new collector’s pieces with fine, 
bespoke detailing, plus Century 
F urniture (centuryfurniture.com). 

Ironies (ironies.com) and old favourites 
like Calvin Klein Home (calvinklein.com). 
Canvas Home (canvashomestore.com) 
and Design Within Reach (dwr.com). 
Stores that inspire are Avenue Road 
(avenue-road.com). South Hill Home 
(southhillhome.com). Kite (elte.com). 
Celadon (celadoncollection.com), ABC 
Carpet & Home (abchome.com). Crate & 
Barrel (crateandbarrel.ca) and Hollace 
Cluny (hollacecluny.ca), to name a few — 
each have sections on their websites 
listing the lines that they carry. 

There are also new topics now, the 
biggest being artisans. I’ve started to 
collect the work of individual craftspeople 
and small workshops like Sawkille 
(sawkille.com) for modern country 
furniture, or the Montreal lighting studio 
Lambert & Fils (lambertetfils.com). 

Last weekend, I spent an entire day 
clipping magazines and building new 
piles. The thrill is not gone. I frequent 
many design websites, including, of 
course, our own new houseandhome.com, 
which I hope you’ve seen by now. But it’s 
that perfect moment, curled up with a 
new mag — coffee in hand, sticky notes 
ready, scissors close by — that’s still my 
version of bliss. CHSl

H omeowner AMANDA adored the original ceiling medallions 
and exposed brick in her Toronto Victorian, but the main floor’s 
warren of small rooms cramped her young family’s style. She had 
an idea of what she wanted instead: an open layout, with a central 
kitchen where her family and guests could sit and chat, and walnut 
cabinets and white subway tile to bring the original brick up to date. The only 
problem? 'T was going back and forth as to whether it was going to look good to 
keep the traditional stuff but have everything else be fairly modern,” she says. 

She and her husband, Rob, called in designer Sam Sacks to oversee the mix of 
styles. Sam started by bringing the older elements back to life and recreating the 
original plasterwork, then filled the space with walnut cabinets whose 
horizontal graining has “a slightly low-slung, ’70s feel.” Calacatta marble 
countertops were chosen for their white ground, which lightens the walnut’s 
heavy look, and their veining, which adds warmth. A backsplash of classic white 
subway tile draws the eye up to a sleek brass branch chandelier that hangs from 
an equally stunning restored ceiling medallion — and has convinced Amanda 
that mixing old and new was the right choice. "It looks awesome,” she says. 
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HOTSPOT: 

BRASS ACCENTS 

The warm brass of the 
chandelier (previous pages), 
tray and sconce glows 
against white plaster, tile 
and marble, and acts as a 
smooth metallic foil to the 
organic texture of the wood 
and the rougher surface of 
the red brick accents. 

"I wanted the kitchen to 
incorporate some current 
trends without feeling 'one 
note,"' says Sam, and the 
jointed limbs of the light 
fixtures and no-nonsense 
lines of the chef's range fill 
the "trendy" quota. She 
tried to fit a bar between 
the kitchen and dining 
room, then landed on these 
walnut wine shelves as a 
clever way to fill an 
awkward nook.

"Our house had a lot of kitschy charm, but it was 
no place for a child,” says homeowner Melissa 
McCaughey. So when Melissa and her husband, 
Wes Wolch, found out they were expecting, they 
asked designer Philippe Beauparlant to make their 
kitchen more functional for their growing family 
and give it character, like their favourite 
restaurants. "We wanted to make the kitchen the 
heart of the home,” says Wes. "We wanted it to be a 
space where our kids could do their homework or 
we could cook and bake as a family.” Taking into 
account the couple’s inspiration files of timeless 
bistro-style images and eclectic art collection, 
Philippe enlarged the space’s south-facing window 
and balanced out subway tile and white cabinets 
with grey-green panelling and wood details.

for this upstate New York kitchen was 
straightforward: “a simple farmhouse 
lat had been updated ” But 
because the kitchen is visible from most 
of the dining and living areas (filled with 
iconic mid-century pieces), her challenge 
was to create a warm space that wouldn’t 
look out of place in the modern home.

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GARDINER MUSEUM CEO KELVIN BROWNE 
SHARES THE THOUGHT PROCESS BEHIND 
THE STUNNING RENOVATION OF HIS 1780s 
CAPE COD SALTBOX

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T hree years ago my 

husband and I fell in love 
with the Outer Cape — a 
25-mile stretch of sand 
dunes, scrub pine and 
marshes jutting northward into the 
Atlantic at the end of Cape Cod. Our 
flirtation with the area began when 
we visited New York friends at their 
weekend home in Truro, a village a 
few miles south of Provincetown, the 
busy town at the tip of the Cape. 

We returned a month later "just to 
look around,” we told ourselves. 

Instead, we became smitten with a 
1780s saltbox in Truro and bought it 
that very weekend. The dignified 
two-bedroom was in rough shape, but 
it was set on a magnificent, if 
untended, li/4-acre property 
overlooking a pond and with access to 
the Pamet River. It also came with a 
stable-turned-cottage with two 
bedrooms and a kitchen-living room 
area that would be perfect for guests 
or to rent out in the future. 

We liked our friends’ renovation of 
their "antique” (the term used for 
heritage houses on the Cape), so we 
brought in their architect, Dan Costa, 
and contractor, John Hopkins, as well 
as Todd Westrick, a local landscape 
designer. The renovation was finished 
in September 2014, with landscaping 
continuing this year. We’re happy 
with the result, particularly when the 
old-timers on the street, who we 
think might have been skeptical of 
what we were doing, tell us they like 
it. I spoke with House & Home about 
the ins and outs of renovating our 
unique house. 

HOUSE & HOME: Did the history of 
the area impact the renovation? 

KELVIN BROWNE: It was important 
to us that our renovated house fit into 
the neighbourhood, which clearly 
cared about preservation. 

(Surprisingly, Truro doesn’t have 
many rules about heritage properties, 
the way a place like Nantucket Island 
does.) And there wasn’t the impetus 
to change the house to add more 
space, which definitely made heritage 
conservation easier.

H&H: What were your priorities 
when renovating and decorating? 
KB: We didn’t want to live in a 
museum — we wanted to inject 
contemporary life into the house in 
a respectful way. And we definitely 
wanted a modern kitchen and 
new bathrooms. 


H&H: 5o what were your biggest 
reno moves? 

KB: The house is a 30-by-30-foot 
box, with a 15-by-20-foot kitchen 
wing tacked on the back. The 
kitchen wing was almost derelict, 
so we pulled it down and 
completely rebuilt it, with exactly 
the same footprint as before and a 
new garage underneath. Our 
renovations stayed within the 
original footprint, except for 
adding a screened porch on the side 


H&H: So the kitchen is entirely 
new? 

KB: Yes. But we didn’t want a big 
modern box stuck onto a tiny 
house. To reduce the interior 
volume of the kitchen and make it 
feel compatible with the house, our 
architect recommended putting in 
classic double pantries at one end of 
the room: one for food, the other for 
dishes. This meant we didn’t have 
to have upper cabinets, which 
makes it a more elegant space. 


H&H: How did you keep the look of 
the new kitchen in line with the rest 
of the house? 

KB: The kitchen is fairly classic in 
design. The woodwork has a simple 
farmhouse style, and the slate 
floors are equally low-key. They 
also contrast with all the wood 




Built in the traditional saltbox style, the house 
dates to the 1780s and has a symmetrical 
facade clad in cedar shakes that will turn 
silvery over the years, along with classic 
double-hung windows and a transom. The 
three dormers in the roof were added in the 
reno to brighten up the second-storey 
bedrooms. A new picket fence and simpler 
landscaping suit the clean lines of the house.

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TOP LEFT: In the office, the plaster ceiling was left intact to hide a mass 
of plumbing. With its walls and ceiling painted in pale hues, this 
southwest-facing space is the brightest in the house, and a nice break 
from all the dark wood in the surrounding rooms. A sleeper sofa here 
lets the room act as a TV room or third bedroom if needed. Desk, Jonnys 
Antiques; chair, Skinner; lamps, RH Restoration Hardware; Twilight sleeper 
sofa by Flemming Busk, Design Within Reach; blinds, Levolor. 

TOP RIGHT: The mantel in the dining room was likely added in the 
1950s, when the house was "modernized" with drop plaster ceilings and 
new bathrooms. The two photographs of green fields are by Toronto- 
area artist Pamela Purves. 

BOTTOM RIGHT: In a corner of the living room, Bertoia chairs — one 
upholstered, the other with its wire arms exposed — are paired with an 
1 8th-century Chippendale sofa covered in dark blue velvet, the kind that 
might have been in the room when the house was built.

OPPOSITE: The Danish teak dining set and sideboard feel like a natural 
fit with the exposed hardwood beams. The table expands to seat parties 
as large as 12. Bamboo blinds throughout the house have a rustic look; 
the ones on the second floor are lined to block light in the bedrooms. 
The view from these windows is of the pond, so Kelvin selected artwork 
with a nature theme. The sideboard houses three contemporary metal 
pieces from India and a ceramic lamp bought in the nearby town of 
Wellfleet. Some of the floorboards are more than 1 8" in width, a sign of 
status in the 1 8th century. All blinds, Levolor.

When the plaster ceiling was removed, the 
rough-hewn planks and beams were revealed. 
Combined with the pine panelling and floors, 
it could have been too much dark wood. The 
solution was to keep the other walls light and 
use a bright, patterned carpet. 



TEXTURE UNDERFOOT 

Timeworn painted floors give character on the 
second level, where their historic elegance 
contrasts the new walls and ceilings. 



SUPPLE FINISHES 

Softer finishes, especially those with sheen 
like the buttery cognac-toned leather on this 
bergere chair in the living room, are an elegant 
contrast to the more rugged wood textures.

MONTREAL DESIGNERS

T he great myth of the real- 

estate game is that investments and 
rewards are the exclusive property 
of homeowners. Renters, some say, 
need not apply. 

No one shatters that illusion more 
than architect Maxime Vandal and 
designer Richard Ouellette of Les Ensembliers, a 
Montreal firm that’s making waves internationally. 

After selling their own house, the pair (partners in 
business and life) took a hiatus before buying again. 

In the interim, they moved into a 2,500-square-foot 
Montreal rental apartment, but only after they 
undertook a six-week top-to-bottom redecoration that 
pushes the boundaries of what a rental can be. ''We’re 
our own worst enemies,” says Richard. "We can’t live 
in not pretty. It needed to feel like home, even if it was 
just going to be for a year.” 

The Golden Square Mile apartment takes up the first 
and second floors of a subdivided manor and is the latest 
in a long line of homes that bear the couple’s personal 
stamp. Each place provides a snapshot of "where we are 
in our lives,” whether in a neutrals phase, a Palm Beach 
period or somewhere in between. Each place is also 
fertile ground for experimentation with patterns, 
textures and their eclectic collection of objets. 

This whimsical formality brings to mind another 
couple with a penchant for exotic fabrics and dramatic 
accents: the late fashion designer Yves Saint Laurent and 
his partner, Pierre Berge. Richard counts their rich 
creative world as a source of inspiration. "There was a 
sense of collection there, with elements continued on page wo 
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LEFT: Hits of exotic pattern — the ornate desk and Chinoiserie urns, for example — are the 
calling card of Les Ensembliers. "Blue and white china is like a great pair of black pants," 
says Richard. "You can mix it up and play with it in any space." In the entranceway, he 
layered large ginger jars — some old, some new — to create a moment below a Fortuny 
light from Celadon. Graphic upholstered stools give the vignette punch. Console, Tango 
Martini; rug. Red Carpet & Rug; urns, Flore; drapes, stools, Les Ensembliers; drape 
fabric, Krovet. 

ABOVE: The landlord, also a client of Les Ensembliers, gave the designers carte blanche 
to create a customized interior. Within six weeks of renting the apartment, they had their 
suppliers build and reupholster new pieces for the entire place, including drapery, carpets 
and a silk-covered ottoman that gives the seating area a colourful focus. A black and white 
diptych by Montreal artist Agnes Menabreaz adds another dynamic layer of pattern to the 
mix. Leather armchairs. Celadon; table, settee, grey chair, pouf, Les Ensembliers; settee, 
grey choir and pouf fabric, Krovet; squid objet (on troy), Laurence Vollieres. 
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To improve the lifeless kitchen, the designers painted white lacquer 
on the cabinetry, island, floors and backsplash. But the biggest 
impact came from covering the walls in an orchid-patterned 
wallpaper. Its whimsical feel, mixed with shapely pendant lights and 
Chinese antiques, gives the kitchen gorgeous style. Lacquer paint 
Oxford White (CC-30), Benjamin Moore; wallpaper by Coie & Son, 
Krovet; pendants by Gobriei Scott, MobiiierAvont-Scene; stool. Tango 
Martini; rug. Topis H. Loionde & Frere.

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ALL IT TAKES is a single step inside 
Sarah Lavoine’s impossibly glam 
apartment to see why the Paris- 
based interior designer is a Gallic 
favourite. Bold st)lashes of colour 
and edgy contemporary art are 
anchored by centuries-old 
architectural details and amazing 
views. ''My windows overlook some 
of the most beautiful monuments in 
Paris — the Louvre, the Jardin des 
Tuileries, the Musee d’Orsay ... 

Pm very lucky to live here,” she 
says. In fact, when her family 
outgrew their previous space, the 
top item on her wishlist was staying 
in the First Arrondissement. She 
found a most suitable replacement: 
this fourth-floor flat with soaring 
ceilings and plenty of room for 
the family — her husband Marc 
Lavoine, the F rench singer and 
actor, and kids, Yasmine, 17, Roman, 
8, and Milo, 5 — to spread out. 

It didn’t need structural work, 
so Sarah focused on updating it 
in her signature rebel-cool style. 
(She comes by her aesthetic sense 
honestly: she’s a member of Poland’s 
aristocratic Poniatowski family, so 
literally a princess, plus her mother 
was an interior designer, and her 
father edited French Vogue for 15 
years.) The final result is a gorgeous 
space that balances classic Parisian 
charm with modern touches.

Whole-Roasted Cauliflower 
with Anchovies & Capers

Don't cover the cauliflower with tinfoil as it 
darkens in the oven — it's the deep colour 
that makes the flavour so interesting.

Stir remaining ingredients with remaining 
oil. Slice cauliflower into wedges and serve 
drizzled with sauce. 



Blackened Brussels Sprouts 

SERVES 6 

This recipe was inspired by Michelin-starred 
chef Christian Puglisi of Relae restaurant in 
Copenhagen. Here, brussels sprouts are 
almost burnt, creating a crisp, delicious char. 
The butter turns brown and nutty when 
added to the pan and serves as a great baste. 

2 lb. brussels sprouts 
2 tsp vegetable oil 
Vs cup butter, cold, cubed 
2 tbsp dried currants 
2 tbsp peeled, chopped and 
toasted hazelnuts 

PREPARE AND COOK BRUSSELS SPROUTS 

1 . Trim brussels sprouts and remove 
any damaged outer leaves. Slice in 
half lengthwise. 

2 . Heat oil in large skillet, preferably cast iron, 
over medium. Add half of brussels sprouts 
cut side down. Cook without touching for 

5 minutes or until pan is smoking and cut side 
is blackened. Spoon into bowl to reserve. 
Repeat with remaining brussels sprouts, 
adding another teaspoon of oil if needed. 

DRESS BRUSSELS SPROUTS 

1 . Return first batch of brussels sprouts to pan 
and remove pan from heat. Immediately add 
butter and swirl in pan. Carefully tilt pan and 
spoon butter over tops of brussels sprouts, 
continuing to baste until tender, 2 to 
3 minutes. Stir in currants and hazelnuts. 



Pot- Rocked Potatoes 

SERVES 6 

Giving the parcooked potatoes a good shake 
in the pot creates a fuzz-like coating that 
transforms into a crispy crust once coated in 
oil and roasted at high heat. 

4 lb. golden-flesh potatoes, peeled 
V4 cup olive oil 
2 tbsp melted butter 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 
6 rosemary sprigs 

PREPARE POTATOES 

1 . Arrange rack in lower third of oven and 
preheat to 425°F. Cut potatoes into irregular 
shapes, about 2" to 3" pieces. Place in large 
pot and cover with cold water. Place over high 
and bring to boil. Boil for 5 to 6 minutes, or 
until outer layer of potato flakes off when 
touched with fork. Drain. 

2 . Return half of the potatoes to pot over low 
and allow to rest for 30 seconds or until any 
excess water has evaporated. Shake pan 
vigorously to create a fuzz-like coating on 
outside of potatoes. Turn out potatoes onto 
large metal roasting pan or baking sheet. 
Repeat with remaining potatoes. 

ROAST POTATOES 

1 . Stir olive oil into melted butter. Pour over 
potatoes. Toss to coat evenly. Season well 
with salt and pepper. Roast for 40 to 45 
minutes, turning once halfway through, or 
until potatoes are tender and have dark, 
crispy edges. Stir in rosemary sprigs during 
the last 15 minutes. 

TIP: Wait until bottoms of potatoes are deep 
golden before flipping them to get the 
crispiest and most flavourful results, continued

Roasted Squash with 
Maple-Chili Tahini 

SERVES 6 

1 2- to 3-lb. kabocha squash 

2 tbsp olive oil 

V4 tsp ground cumin 
V4 tsp ground coriander 
Salt 

Vs cup tahini 
V4 cup water 
2 tbsp white wine vinegar 
1 tbsp maple syrup 

1 Thai red chili, seeded, finely chopped 
Freshly ground pepper 

2 cups loosely packed arugula 

PREPARE AND COOK SQUASH 

1 . Preheat oven to 450° F. 

2 . Scrub squash well to clean. Using a sharp 
knife, remove cap of squash like you were 
carving a pumpkin. Scrape out and discard 
seeds and pulp. 

3. Score squash skin in 6 places from top to 
bottom using a sharp knife. Cuts should be 
about V 4 " deep. Brush inside and outside with 
oil. Sprinkle inside of squash with cumin and 
coriander and season whole squash with salt. 

4 . Bake 45 minutes or until squash is tender 
and skin begins to pull away where it has been 
scored. Reserve. 

MAKE SAUCE 

1 . Whisk tahini with water until smooth. Stir in 
vinegar, maple syrup and chili. Depending on 
thickness of tahini, add 1 to 2 more tbsp of 
water. Season sauce with salt and pepper. 

ASSEMBLE AND DRESS 

1 . Pull apart squash and lay pieces on platter. 
Scatter with arugula and drizzle with sauce. 



Korean-Style Green Beans 

SERVES 6 

Mirin is a sweet rice wine for cooking that's 
similar to sake. 

IV 2 lb. green beans, trimmed 
2 tbsp gochujang 
2 tbsp mirin 

1 tbsp honey 

2 tbsp water 

V 4 lb. pancetta, cut into V 4 " dice 
V 2 cup sliced green onions 
2 tbsp chopped ginger 
2 tsp chopped garlic 
1 tsp sesame seeds 

PREPARE AND BOIL BEANS 

1 . Bring pot of water to boil. Prepare large 
bowl of ice water. Add beans to boiling water 
and cook for 2 to 3 minutes or until tender- 
crisp. Drain and plunge into ice-water bath 
until cold. Drain beans again and reserve. 

MAKE SAUCE 

1 . Stir gochujang with mirin, honey and water 
until smooth. Set aside. 

FINISH BEANS 

1 . Heat large skillet or wok over medium. 

Add pancetta and cook, stirring occasionally 
until it's crispy and fat is rendered, about 

5 minutes. Spoon pancetta from pan and 
reserve. Leave 2 tbsp fat in pan and discard 
the rest. If your pancetta is very lean you may 
need to top up grease with enough vegetable 
oil to reach 2 tbsp. 

2 . Increase heat to high. Add green onions, 
ginger and garlic. Cook 1 minute or until 
fragrant. Toss in beans and cook, stirring 
constantly 1 to 2 minutes or until heated 


through. Add gochujang mixture and cook 
1 more minute or until sauce coats beans. 

3. Transfer to platter and sprinkle with sesame 
seeds and reserved pancetta. 



Pomegranate-Lacquered Parsnips 

SERVES 6 

1 cup pomegranate Juice 

1 cup chicken stock 

2 whole Star anise 

2 lb. parsnips, peeled 
2 tbsp olive oil 

Salt and freshly ground pepper 
I tbsp cold butter 

MAKE SAUCE 

1 . Combine pomegranate juice, stock and 
star anise in pot. Bring to boil. Continue 
boiling until reduced to % cup, 20 minutes. 

PREPARE PARSNIPS 

1 . Preheat oven to 400° F. 

2 . Slice parsnips in quarters lengthwise. 
Arrange on baking sheet. Drizzle with oil and 
season with salt and pepper. Roast parsnips 
for 25 minutes, turning once halfway through. 
Remove from oven and add one third 
pomegranate reduction to pan, turning 
parsnips to coat. Return to oven and roast 

5 to 1 0 more minutes or until parsnips are 
tender and coated with glaze. 

FINISH PARSNIPS 

1 . Return remaining sauce to heat and bring 
to a boil. Reduce for 2 to 3 more minutes or 
until syrupy and thick enough to coat the back 
of a spoon. Stir in butter until melted, then 
remove from heat.

onto the terrace through the french 
doors. We did stainless steel counters to 
bring a bit of modern edge to the room. 
This area gets really high winds, and the 
house is set at the top of a hill, so braces 
were needed to keep the ceiling beams in 
compression. We opted for tension rods, 
instead of wooden beams, for a more 
subtle and contemporary look. 


H&H: Tell us about the '"Yankee thrift” 
concept that guided you? 

KB: Most Cape houses exhibit a "Yankee 
thrift” ethos. The area’s first settlers 
were pretty frugal — they didn’t waste 
money on anything fancy. While our 
renovation wasn’t inexpensive, we didn’t 
want the result to look flashy, or obvious, 
because that’s not the tradition in Truro 
— even with the really grand places. 


H&H: How did you go about integrating 
your modern furniture into the 
traditional Cape house? 

KB: Mid-century modern furniture is 
often quite small in scale, and this 
allowed us to have modern pieces that 
weren’t too big for our modest-sized 
rooms. With all its wonderful panelling, 
extraordinary floors and lovely old 
windows, the house called for a lighter 
touch. It was important to restrain the 
amount of furniture — too much 
decorating would have obscured these 
features. An "antique” tells you what 
you should do, which is what the 1870s 
stone house we used to own in Caledon, 
Ont., did when we renovated it nearly 
20 years ago (featured in House & Home, 
April 1997). As we did then, we kept 
moving things around in this house 
until it felt right. GSa

added over time. Things that intersect, 
but don’t match.” Similarly, in Richard 
and Maxime’s home, "the link between 
our objects is not their style, but the fact 
that they have meaning for us,” Maxime 
adds. The layers of visual interest and 
portrait of Yves Saint Laurent in the 
kitchen also wink to the Parisian 
virtuoso and his singular style. 

"What would YSL do?” is a nice rule 
to live by, but it’s quite a commitment in 
a rental. Ever dedicated to their trade, the 
couple used this project to workshop ideas 
they might never get a chance to execute 
for a client. There’s the orchid wallpaper 
in the kitchen, butted up against the bold 
Kelly Wearstler print near the bedroom 
("I like the juxtaposition of wallpapers 
that don’t speak the same language but 
work together,” says Richard). And the 
bold silk ottoman that punches up an 
otherwise classic palette in the living 
room. Richard describes these brave 
bursts as "moments.” 

And just like that, their moment here 
was gone. They found a new dream home, 
and the landlord found new tenants 
within moments of the couple giving 
notice. And, understandably, they rented 
the place with almost everything as is. 
"Except for our rugs, objects and art, 
which will follow us to our next home,” 
says Richard. "The spirit is still here.” GSB

STEP BY STEP: CENTERPIECE 


I DIFFICULTY LEVEL 

WHAT you\l need: 

Glass bottles, glass paint, foam 
paintbrush, wax paper, spray bottle of 
water, leaves or branches, spray paint 




> GATHER 
MATERIALS AND 
PAINT BOTTLES 


Choose a few shades 
of translucent glass 
paint in natural tones and 
get two sets of glass bottles 
from a dollar or craft shop: 
a few small ones to use as 
test bottles and a few larger 
ones to use for your actual 
centerpiece. Paint each set 
with the glass paint and a 
foam paintbrush and set on 
a sheet of wax paper or 
other protective surface. 



2 > SPRAY BOTTLES 

Just after painting, lightly 
spritz each bottle with 
water from a spray bottle 
and wait about 30 
minutes for the paint to drip. If you 
like the faux-aged look, repeat the 
painting and spritzing on the set of 
larger bottles. If the paint is too 
thick, spritz again. Once you have a 
look you like, set the bottles aside. 
Let the paint air-cure for a few days 
before using the bottles on your 
tabletop. (If you let the paint cure for 
21 days, you can wash the bottles in 
the dishwasher's top rack.) 





< TRIM LEAVES 
AND TAPE OFF 

Gather leaves and 
branches and trim 
the stems to fit the 
bottles. Tape off a 1 " to iy 2 " 
section at the bottom of each 
stem that won't be painted. 
When placed in water, the 
unpainted section of stem will 
continue to drink and keep the 
arrangement looking fresh. 




4 < PAINT LEAVES 

Working outside or 
in a well-ventilated 
area, spray-paint the 
leaves, starting with 
the backs. I used a gold chrome 
paint that coordinated with my 
flatware and candlesticks, but you 
could choose any metallic shade 
you like. Let them dry for about 
30 minutes, then turn the leaves 
over and paint the fronts. Let dry 
and remove tape. Fill the painted, 
cured bottles with 1 " to 2" of 
water, arrange the leaves inside, 
set on your table and enjoy!

Family-Style Beef Brisket 

SERVES 8 TO 10 

Brisket Rub 

SVs tbsp allspice berries 
1 0 tbsp black peppercorns 

1 tsp green cardamom pods 
V2 tsp whole cloves 

4 tbsp coriander seeds 
3V3 tbsp white peppercorns 
4 tbsp fennel seeds 
8 tsp whole star anise 
3V2 tbsp dried Thai bird chili 
8V2 cups brown sugar 

2 tsp salt 

1 . In a pan, toast all ingredients up to Thai bird 
chili until they change colour. Remove from 
heat and let cool. 

2 . Once spices are cool, grind finely using a 
spice grinder and combine into a mix. 

3 . Mix spices with brown sugar and add salt. 

Beef Brisket 

1 0 L plus 3 cups water, divided 
10 tbsp sugar 
3V2 cups salt 

3 tbsp pink salt 
8 lb. beef brisket 

1 0 cups brisket rub (recipe above) 

1 . In a large pot, heat 5 L of water over 
medium and mix in sugar, salt and pink salt, 
until dissolved. 

2 . Remove pot from heat and add another 5 L 
of water to cool down brine. 

3 . Once brine is cooled, place whole brisket 
and brine in a food-safe container and let 
brisket sit in brine for 24 hours. 

4 . Preheat oven to 375° F. 

5 . Take brisket out of brine and season with 
rub by lightly packing spice mix on top of 
brisket. Use a good amount, around 10 cups, 
so that a 1 " crust is formed on meat. 

6. Place brisket in roasting pan with remaining 
3 cups water at bottom to prevent burning. 
Roast brisket at 375°F for 20 minutes, until 
sugar starts to caramelize and crust starts

Q How can I bring a 

little life into my dark 
basement? It seems 
so blah. — J.W., via email 


A Like most basements, your space 
doesn’t have any windows to allow 
for natural light, or architectural 
detailing to create visual interest. On the 
flip side, you have a good ceiling height and 
a basic floor plan that works well. 

When it comes to a design starting point, 
think beyond what the space is lacking and 
take cues from light-filled spaces like our 
inspiration room. What really anchors its 
gorgeous design is the handsome Shaker- 
style moulding. Mimic this design move, 
but take the mouldings all the way to the 
ceiling to maximize the sense of height. 
Paint the walls and trim White Dove (OC-17) 
by Benjamin Moore in a flat finish and do 
the ceiling in Iceberg (2122-50) by Benjamin 
Moore for a subtle accent that creates the 
same look as a windswept sky. 

I like the idea of a fireplace to give the 


space cosiness, but your existing electric unit 
is too small to ‘"hold” the wall. Upgrade to a 
larger model by Homestar (through Lowe’s), 
and then paint it the same colour as your 
walls. It’s important to keep in mind how 
the new mouldings relate to the fireplace: 
you want the square panels to frame the 
fireplace symmetrically, so start the 
panelling at the edge of the fireplace and 
work your way out from there. 

I like your existing sofas and their low 
rolled-arms. I would, however, replace the 
armchair with a pair of smaller-scale, tufted 
slipper chairs, like the Ingrid chair from 
West Elm, to break things up. 

Replace your ottoman with a travertine- 
topped steel Parson’s coffee table from Crate 
& Barrel. It’s practical because of its hard- 
wearing materials, and it’s visually lighter 
because of the open base. continued
